CHAPTER 176.

AN ACT to legalize the ordinances passed by the incorporated town
of Templeton, Carroll county, Iowa.

WaEerEas, Doubts have arisen as to the legality of the
ordinances passed by the council of the incorporated town
of Templeton, Carroll county, Iowa, therefore,

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of Iowa:

Secriox 1. That all ordinances passed by the council of
said incorporated town of Mapleton, not in contravention with
the laws of the state, are hereby legalized, and the same are
hereby declared to be valid and binding the same as though the
law had been complied with in all respects in the passage of
said ordinances.

Sgc. 2. This act being deemed of immediate importance,
shall take effect and be in force from and after its publication
in the Des Moines Zecader, a newspaper published at Des
Moines, Iowa, and the Carroll Sentinel, a newspaper pub-
lished at Carroll, Towa, both publications to be without
expense to the state.

CHAPTER 177.

AN ACT to legalize the incorporation of the town of Conrad, Grundy
county, Iowa, the election of its officers, and all the acts done, and
the ordinances passed by tne council of said town.

Weereas, Doubts have arisen as to the legality of the
incorporation of the town of Conrad, Grundy county, Iowa,
and the election of its officers and all acts done and ordi-
nances passed by the council of said town, therefore:

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State of lowa:

Secrion 1. That the incorporation of the town of Conrad,
Gruandy county, Iowa, the election of its officers, and all the
official acts done, and ordinances passed by the council of
said town, not in contravention with the laws of the State, are
hereby legalized and the same are hereby declared valid and
